Federal Deficits 
A Possibility 


Whatever lingering hopes remained for a 


federal tax cut have disappeared as plans are 


being drafted for heavier defense spending. 


Tax cuts made in the face of increased de­ 


fense spending would be bought in deficits, and 


the President has now made it plain that he 
will oppose them. 


But it doesn’t necessarily follow that the 
government 
will 
be 
able 
to 
escape 
deficits 
though taxes remain at their present confisca­ 
tory levels. Without a determined effort to cut 
non-defense spending, deficits can develop even 
if present tax rates are untouched. 


A glance at what s been happening to the 
stock market and to business in general e x ­ 
plains why. Billions of dollars in paper values 
have been wiped out by the market’s sustained 
decline. Capital losses are deductible for income 
tax purposes. Already there s evidence of heavy 
tax selling in the market A stepped up volume 
of tax loss sales between now and the end of 
the year could exert a further depressing in­ 
fluence on the market. 


Elsewhere the deflationary effect of cur­ 
tailed business spending for new plant and equip­ 
m ent could more than offset any inflationary im­ 
pact of increased defense spending 
The ten­ 
dency of business to level out is having an e f­ 
fect on employment in some categories and 
therefore will have some slight bearing on fu­ 
ture personal income tax payments. 


Continuation of the present 
tax rates is 
being widely advocated as a way of meeting 
increaseadefen.se costs and heading off infla­ 
tion-breeding deficits. Nevertheless, th e r e s no 
certainty that deficits will be avoided entirely. 
lf the present high tax rates are applied against 
a declining volume of business, the government 
can still expect to go into the red.

The huild-up for Vice 
President 
Nixon in the 
weekly m agazines and in som e new spapers is unfor­ 
tunate because it might one day be believed that 
Nixon is really re.spon.Mble for policies or conduct of 
the present Administration. 
Actually, during three 
illnesses President Eisenhow er has relinquished none 
of hts constitutional authorities or responsibilities and 
he could not have done so. if he would. 


The President of the United States has no way 
of delegating any of his constitutional functions while 
he rem ains in office. 
In this respect, the Constitution 
does not recognize the President as a hum an being. 
It does not take cognizance of the possibility of his 
being sick for a day or a week or a month. 
It does 
not assum e that he might be so tired that he would 
like to take off a couple of weeks. 
Our current 
President likes to play golf; 
H erbert 
Hoover and 
H arry Trum an liked to fish. The Constitution m akes 
no provision for anyone to sit in the White House to 
mind the store while the President takes a break. 


To the Vice President may be delegated eere- 
m onial duties, travel abroad, acting a* an am ­ 
bassador of good will, hut he cannot sign a single 
doeum ent. make an appointment or do anything 
of a constitutional or legal nature as long as the 
President 
lives 
or 
has 
not 
declared 
him self 
disabled. 


When President Eisenhow er had his stroke. Vice 
President Nixon spent tim e at the White House. 
He 
took with him the A ttorney G eneral probably to m ake 
lu re that he m ade no constitutional errors. 


Actually, it was the White House staff that carried 
on in the nam e of the President. 
The White House 
staff, from Sherm an Adams down, consists of m en and 
women with 
no constitutional 
responsibility 
They 
belong to the President. 
They report only to him. 
They 
have 
no obligations 
to Congress or to the 
people. 


Woodrow Wilson was com pletely out of touch with 
(he world, but his White House staff continued to 
function in his nam e—and their actions w ere consti­ 
tutional as long as he perm itted them so to act even 
if he was incapable of knowing what they were doing. 


Any man. President or team ster, can have a 
stroke 
President Eisenhow er takes an anti-coagulant. 
The object of the anti-coagulant is to prevent his 
blood from clotting. 
That may be a reason why a 
particular stroke 
is slight, 
but 
the point 
is 
that 
because a m an is President of the United States does 
not safeguard him from the laws of nature. Therefore, 
for the safety of the country, the Constitution should 
he am ended to provide for a procedure to declare the 
President tem porarily or perm anently disabled and to 
put the Vice President in his place, with full consti­ 
tutional authority, tem porarily or perm anently., 


It will take a bevy of law yers to w rite such an 
am endm ent. 
First will com e up the question as to 
who is to declare the President disabled. 
Sherm an 
Adam s proposes that that should be done by the 
Cabinet which is im pactical because most Cabinet 
officers would be afraid to say that a President is 
disabled. 
Such men did not exist in the Wilson or 
the Roosevelt A dm inistrations. 
In fact, the doctors 
in both A dm inistrations lied about their President s 
illness. 


On the other hand, a prolonged debate on 
the state of the P resident’s health would do no 
good. 
Nor could it he left to a com m ittee of 
doctors unless they w ere sworn to tell the whole 
truth. Doctors are bound by professional ethics 
1 
to their patients and (here would be a conflict of 
m oral obligations. 


The probability is that no clarification of this 
Issue has been m ade because no good idea com es 
up for doing it. M eanwhile, we have a President who 
has vascular difficulties. 


This much is certain; neither the Congress nor 
the people of the United States desire or expect Sher­ 
m an Adams and his staff to act for the President of 
the United States. It would seem to me that a Con­ 
gressional com m ittee might ask for the opinion of 
our two living ex-Presidents, H erbert 
Hoover and 
H arry 
Trum an, 
on 
this 
subject. 
They 
know 
the 
difficulties of being P resident and of the lim itations 
upon a President s private life. Hoover is no longer 
a partisan and T rum an is not likely to think of such 
a subject 
in a 
partisan 
fram ew ork. 
Surely, 
they 
could add to our knowledge and thought.

Eisenhow er m ust take full re ­ 
sponsibility for failure. This tim e 
he sails in the vanguard. This 
tim e he is on hand to struggle 
w ith the initial holding forces. 
This tim e preparations have been 
alm ost nil. No g reat body of ex­ 
p erts prepared the prelim inary 
plans. Only one Cabinet officer 
w ent in advance to scout bastile 
territo ry . 
Eisenhow er 
him self 
w as ill, did not prep are to head 
this invasion until the very end. 
N evertheless,
